A flyi^ sauoer v/aa tested today 
before senior navy and air force 
officers at Kount Hope Airport under 
a cloak of aeorecy. 

Startled eye-witnesses said the craft 
hovered above the ground during the 
teats. Istinates of the altitude 
reached varied from six Inches to 
five feet. 

Measuring about 20 feet in length, 
the craft looked '’bowler hot^ 

vrlth tail fins on the rear. It taa a 
cabin that would carry five or six 
persona. 

The strange machine was towed Into 
Mount Hope last night under a police 
escort. Policemen vfere told it was 
a boat. 

The word "saucororaft'* has boon 
printed on the aide of the naohine 
In blue letters. 

V/ltnesaea said the test pilot during 
today's experiments was an army lleu- 
tenftnt-oolonel. 

It is believed to have been designed 
and built Lieut.•Commander AdLMen 
Phillips of H14C3 Star, Hamilton, for 
commerolal rather than military use. 
The sauoercraft apparently broke a 
drive shaft during today's testa and 
has been wheeled Into a hangar at Mt. 
Hope for repairs* 

Tarpaulins, old tires and blocks of 
wood have been piled oh'the craft as 
camouflage. 

It Is made of white fibre-glass and 
is reportedly driven by a souped-up 
automobile engine, 

v/orkers wore seen removing two propel- 
ler shaped turbines from the oraft 
this momlngii 

It is believed the rotating turbines 
force air through ducts on the belly 
of the oraft providing an air cushion 
that lifts it from the ground. 
Undercarriage of the oraft consists 
of a single wheel at the rear and two 
small posts which support the lightly 
constructed machine. 

The tallfins would enable the craft 
to manoeuver once It became airborne. 
Experiments on flying saucers have 
been underway at AVRO Aircraft In 
Toronto for several years.

Something up there likes us. 

Or so It would seem to this observer 
after watching a mysterious light sail 
around the skies for some two hours 
last night* 

I must admit that reports last v/eek of 
people sighting UFOs, left me with eye¬ 
brow raised, the editor's customary 
badge of skepticism. 

After last night, I*m a believer— 
although I don’t know what to believe. 

A little after 8 j 30, Gary Cooper had 
Just finished telling about Tha Real 
West on TV, I stepped outside to move a 
lawn sprinkler and glanced up. An 
orange' light vra-s moving swiftly through 
the star-sprinkled s’ly, about 45 
degrees above the xostorri horizon, t'rom 
south to north* 

It disappeared In the dlrectioa of Or¬ 
lando. Shortly aftervrard, aixo-iher 
oranglsh light, aooompanlod by the fa-m- 


lllar rumble-vrhlne of Jot engines, 
soared hack along nearly the same 
trail, headed south. 

As it faded tovmrd Miami, out of the 
northwest again appeared The Light, 
alraoct as If It were trailing the Jot, 
looking over Its shoulder. 

Determined to observe it without the 
traffic noises and lights of 13th Stree 
to distract me, I Jumped in ray Volks- 
yragen and sought out a quiet vantage 
point on the edge of town. 

Silently The Light moved from north 
to south. I could associate no noise 
with It nor could I estimate Its 
height, except that It was above the 
scattered, filmy clouds. 

At times Its orange light changed to 
a pinpoint of intense brilliance. ' As 
Jacksonville Mayor liaydon Burns descri¬ 
bed It after a close brush with It 
while flying ovor Fort Pierce last week 
'It was like looking directly into the 
filament of a light bulb. *' 

Mhen It got low on the southern horizon 
It didn't drop out of sight lllce a con¬ 
ventional aircraft, hut seemed to hang 
suapondod for more than five minutes* 
FJ.nally The Light wlnlced out* 

I saw It three times later in the even¬ 
ing in the southwest and at on© point, 
as an airplane floi-; over, it abruptly 
changed course from north to south and 
disappeared behind the olouda* That 
was the last time I saw it.

Major :^bort FVlend, of the foreign 
technologieo division at Urlght-Patter- 
son Air Force Daae here, said he belie¬ 
ved what Stadvoc aav: was "Atnosphorlo 
rofrootlon of tho star Capolla, ' a otar 
of the first magnitude* 

Stadvoc reported ho opotted a greenish 
object that came dmm from about 
1 o*clock high on a collision course 
vrlth his plane. He said it then stop¬ 
ped and v;ent 330 degrees azimuth to 
the nortlK-roat and stopped again, before 
shooting upward and dl^ppoarlng* 

He said the next night the oarao thing 
happened, only the greenish object 
did not perform erratically, lie said 
It came straight dovm, stopped and 
went off to the northvrest again.

This spot vras more or loss 10 dogroos 
above the pltvnet Stxtum, Tho bright 
object moved toward us \fith a groat 
spoed. When wo could see It plainly, 
v/o noticed that the top was rounded 
vrhile the bottom was flat. 

At certain moment, tho object halted 
and remained stationary for a while, 
then suddenly departed with oxcoed- 
Ingly great speed and vanished beyond 
tho horizon. 

The enormous spoed and the shape of 
the shining object, then the sudden 
change of the direction of Its flight, 
can not bo compared v;ith any of our 
earthly flying or astronomlcul objects, 
This sighting lasted about 6 mlnutos, 
beginning at 0:11 pm.

MYSTSR^ STONE BHE4K3 TWO WINDOWS 
OF HOUSE 

31mcoe,0nt.—Police are beginning to 
vronder If Slmooe vandals are vroarlng 
•stilts those days. 

They are seeking the explanation of how 
a stone, vrhloh crashed through two win¬ 
dows and a wall of a Slmcoe homo, was 
apparently thrown from a height of 
•25 feet. "I'm baffled," Constable Ro¬ 
bert Woods wrote in hla report of the 
Incident to Chief Ceorge Ashby. 

The stone, about the size of an egg, 
crashed throu^jh a sunporoh window, 
then a living room window, and finally 
through a kitchen partition at the 
homo of Kr« and Mrs. Lome '2' rl, 136 
Victoria Street, about 2 a.m. yesterday 
Constable Woods, who Investigated, said 
the stone travelled In a straight line 
through the two windows and the parti¬ 
tion and was finally halted by a spnjce 
2 by 4, which was dented by the Impact. 
Con. Woods said It would have taken 
someone with a powerful arm to throw 
the atone In a straight line throagh 
two windows and a wall. 

But where the thrower stood la the 
rayotoryo 

The ground In front of the house slopes 
sharply down tov/ard the .grounds of the 
Norfolk Coif and Country Club. 

Sighting along the stone's course. Con. 
V/ooda estimated that the thrower must 
have been at least 25 feet above 
ground level. 

He rejected a theory that the stone 
might have been thrown from a consider 
able distance. 

"If that had been the case the stone 
would have follov'ed a down'ward curve," 
he explained. "But It went through 
the house In a perfectly straight line. 
To a suggestion that the thrower might 
have used a slingshot the officer re¬ 
plied, "No matter v;hat he used, all 
the evidence says he had to be 25 feet 
above ground to throw the stone In the 
straight line It took through the two 
v;:.ndowo and the wall." (The Hamilton

The vrorkers of the above named establi¬ 
shment, Sulalio Giron, Joao Lagoa, 
Rojrnaldo Valle, Eugenio Monoada, Juan 
Yaneo, Alejandro Vargas, Pellp© Giron, 
Jos© Corea ond Mr. Jones, saw "a dark 
red sphere of more or less six Inches 
In diameter" appear by the. poak of the 
hill, 31 Berrinohe, at a whirling 
speed, stop to situate itself over the 
center of town.

In fractions cf seconds, to a 
bright yellow; and finally, the lunar 
dlso In a cutting trajectory of "more 
or leas 90 degrees," displaced Itself 
toward the extreme west of the city 
v/horo it romalned, changing in a flash 
to "sky blue" as if It had booom© an 
odd star* 

The wltnoaceo, in relating the nevro to 
the reporter, only oast an insignifi- 
oant margin of dlsorepanolos* Some 
appeared to have not noticed ttiat the 
object chaiiged color alternately; 
others would havo hod it with a greatei 
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or smaller extent in diameter* Asking 
Mr# Jones about his persox^a^ opinion 
• oonoomlng tho strange object, he 
stated to uo frankly that he was com¬ 
pletely baffled. Ho was not able to 
treat It or discuss It as 'a sort cf 
rocket made by nan, he said to us, 
“having glvon that cut of 90 degrees 
In trajectory, discards that possibili¬ 
ty.
